However the censorship proposed is to place the judgment of 


a, state commission superior to the judgment of the people. It 
will put freedom of thought and expression in a moral straight- 
jacket. It puts the people of the state under guardianship 
They may no longer regulate their own entertainments but wiU 
be' told by a state commission what is good for them morally and 
what is not. The-proposed law takes no account of difference 
in taste and judgment. Some allowance must be made as to 
time and place and the audience. The lady in her parlor, will 
gown her lower limbs most modestly but at the seashore in the 
public gaze she will disport her bare legs with amazing indiffer- 
ence. There is no accounting for taste but we must recognize 
the fact that taste differs with different people.

An old log building in Prairie du 


Chien, used in Indian days aa a fur 
trading station, was torn down last 
week to make way for a neWstruc- 
ture. Therazine of.this post which 
was built in 1817 by Francis- La 
Pointe, a,retired voyageur, recalls 
a similar landmark once located -at 
West Point on Lake Mendota. 


"The fur trading station near 


Madison was an nnpretentions log 
hut," said Charles E. Brown, secre- 
tary of the Wisconsin State Historic- 
al society, yesterday. ' ' '• 


"Quite an amount of trade was 


carried on there. It wa» well situ- 
oted and the owner wa« on very 
friendly terms with the Wmnebago 
Indians. I am not wire but I tiunx 
his wife was a Winneb'ftfro woman. 


When Francis La Pointe boilt'his 


store in 1817, there were only two 
far trading settlements of any size 
in Wisconsin, which was then a part 
of Indiana territory. One -was at 
Prairie du Chien and the other^at 
Green Bay. 
The Winnebago Indiani 


who lived about Madison, took most 
of their furs to- Green Bay. - 


Before the.War of 1812, Amer-
